During December and 
the first half of January 20.8.inches of snow 
fell, breaking all records for the like period 
of time since the United States weather bu- 
reau in Chicago began the preservation of

This fall of snow on the 191 square miles 
of Chicago's surface means 13 811. 00 000 
cubic feet of snow, weighing 41,599,800%ons. 
This vast quantity of snow melted would 
form 1.3881. 108.600 cubic feet of water, a 
sufficient quantity to form a continuous rivu- 
let, one foot across and one foot deep. ex- 
tending from Chicago to beyond the moon—a 
stream 252,120 miles long—over ten times the 
circumference of this little old world. 


Fortune Spent on Few Streets, 

Almost as stupendous to the taxpayer is the 
cost of the snow removal from the city’s 
streets. In the downtown district alone and 
the thoroughfares on which there are street 
ear tracks a total of $301,500 has been spent 
at a conservative estimate. And never since 


the first real snowfall, Dec. 2, has a single 
street been entirely free from slush and 


snow. 

Something of the great cost of ridding 
streets of snow may de seen when it ieshown 
that 301,500 silver dollars stacked one on 
top of the other would make a pile of co'ns 
almost half a mile in héight—to be more ex- 
act, 2.818 feet.

Father Leaves Him at Bank.

Friend Identifies Body. 


The body was identified as that of Bast- 
man, who committed suicide some time Mon- 
day night, Jan. 10, at the Breslow hotel, by 
taking poison. He was nervops when he 
registered, and his signature could not be 
distinguished. 

Before taking the poison which ended his 
life the man cut out all names and marks in 
his clothing, and, after burning them, de- 
stroyed any letters or papers he might have 
had which might have served to identify him.

Regulation of Bond Issues, 
Senator Cummins’ bill displays a belief that 
the .administration goes. nowhere near far 
enough in regulating the issue of stocks and 
bonds. This insurgent measure is drawn 60 
as to deprive the railrodds of profit from 
unearned increment. 


Mr. Cummins specifies that all returns from 


the disposal of stocks and bonds shall be ex- 
pended upon new construction and eguip- 
ment, and shall not be issued upon property 
or value already owned by the road and paid 
for out of previous earnings.

should, after paying dividends of 10 per cent, 
expend the remainder upon improvements, 
that expenditure ought not to subsequently 
become a charge against the road. If the 
value of a road, through the long continu- 
ance of such a practice, should become $500,- 


000.000, its capitalization, according to the 


Cummins idea, ought to remain at $100,000,- 
000. And the reason for this, as it probably 

fli be presented to the senate, is that capi- 
Enten becomes an essential consideration 
in rate making. 

It is evidently the insurgents’ intention to 
argue that the administration bill is not 
sufficiently specific about this unearned in- 
erement. It will be claimed that, at the best, 
the measure leaves the commission great 
discretion on that point. In one ph, 
that which covers the capitalizatioh of 
merged roads, it specifically provides that 
the amount of stocks and bonds may equal 
the fair value of merged roads. This will 
be attacked on the ground that it provides 
that roads shall have the benefit of un- 
earned increment.

Fear the Proposed Tariff. 

But that is passing away. Irishmen now 
are among the most powerful and- trusted 
leaders of the British workihgmen in Lan- 
cashire, as well as elsewhere; and both races 
are working side by side in this democratic 
uprising. 

What, however, mainly keeps Lancashire 
in the Liberal ranks is the universal} con- 
viction that Lancashire would be the first to 


| suffer under thé tariff which the Tories are 


proposing. Lancashire depends for tts live- 
lihood on cotton; and cotton could not be 
taxed without Lancashire sing three- 
fourths of its trade. 

As cotton is now grown in some parts of 
the British empire—in a few parts, but still 
in some—the high tariff men of England are 
insane enough to propose a preference tariff 


fn favor of these British possessions, and 


against the cotton of America. This is what 
the men of Lancashire fear; and therefore 
they are uniting once more behind the Lib- 
erals; and I do not think that the Liberals 
will lose many seats. 


Tories Have Small Hope. 


If Lancashire remain fairly steady I don’t 
know where the Tories are going to win the 
100 seats which are necessary to bring them 
close to the strength of the Liberals. They 
may win a good many seats In London; they 
may pick up a seat here and there in districts 
where a Liberal accidentally got in during the 
landslide of the last election, but I cannot 
see more than fifty to sixty wins for them 
in the country generally. And that will be 
just enough to give the Liberals the decisive 
majority which they want for the great work 
before them. 

Turning to Ireland, things are bright there, 
and not the less because there are and will be 
some faction fights. William O’Brien, true 
to his policy of rule or ruin, has put forward 
candidates in several districts, and Tim 
Healy is fighting desperately to remain in 
politics. 

But these things are rather a good than a 
bad sign to anybody who has been on the in- 
side for the last ten years. Faction has 
been weak for years, but the Irish party 
has shrunk from the task of fighting 
-it because of the scandal which such fights 
create and because in the struggle the cause 


| of Ireland might be shamed and prejudiced, 


Hope for Peace Ended. 


Up to the last year or two this horror and 
apprehension of a fight restrained the ad- 


ers of the party, with the result that they 


admitted O’Brien and Healy back to the 
party. They hoped against hope that peace 
might thus be maintained. The Irish lead- 
ers also refused for years to fight O’Brien 
in Cork city. Not that they did not believe 
they could beat him, but that such a vio- 
tory might be of the disastrous Pyrrhic order 
which is worse than a defeat. 

But the etrong support which Irish-Amer- 
fea gave to the party during my recent mis- 
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was predominant, wiped out the Liberal ma- 
jority of 1,300 amd returned two Untenists 
by 500, Sir J. Jackson and Sir C. Kinloch 
Cooke. 

Sir Henry Norman, the Liberal journalist, 
who is well known in Anrerica, and who re- 
cently was appointed assistant postmaster 
general, was beaten at Wolverhampton, 
South, by a small majority. Im order to re- 
tain his place in the cabinet he will be nomi- 
nated for another borough, 


Waldorf Astor Is Beaten. 

Waldorf Astor, son of William Waldorf 
Astor, the expatriate, and Sir H. Mortimer 
Durand, the former ambassador to the 
United States, who contested the two Ply- 
mouth seats as Unionists, were defeated, but 
cut down that city’e Libera) majority from 
2.807 in 1006 to 946. 

Davidson Dalziel, a promoter, and at one 
time conspicuous in Wall street, running on 
the Unionist ticket, turned out J. H. Seav- 
erns, a Liberal and former American, from 
his seat for the Brixton division of Lam- 
beth. 

W. Joynson-Hicks, the Unionist who beat 


Winston Spencer Churchill in the Manches- 
ter by-election of 1908 by 429 votes, 
his seat to Sir G. Kent, Liberal, by 783. The 


Rt. Hon. G. Wyndham, who will be governor 
general of Canada if the Unionists take on 
the government, carried his seat by a slight- 
ly increased majority. 


Gilbert Parker Has Close Shave. 


The Liberals took away a thousand votes 
from Sir Gilbert Parker in the Gravesend 
district, but he retains his seat asa Unionist. 
The famous barrister, Rufus Isaacs, keeps 
Reading for the Liberals by a small ma- 
jority, but Russell Rea, a prominent ship 
owner whose face was familiar at the recent 
peace conferences, loses Gloucester to the 
Unionist, H. Terrell. 

J. T. T. Lincoln, Liberal, ousted H. Pike 
Pease, one of the most prominent Unionists, 
from Darlington by 20 votes, while Premier 
Asquith’s brother-in-law, Sir E. Tennant, 
loet his seat for Salisbury to the Unionist 
G. Locker-Lampson by 615 votes. 

Oxford, Cambridge, and Dublin universi- 
ties this morning returned unopposed ‘two 
Unionists each, six in all. 

All those returned unopposed today, with 
the exception of Lord Hugh Cecil, one of the 
sons of the late marquis of Salisbury, who 
replaces John Gilbert Talbot as representa- 
tive of Oxford university, were members of 
the last parliament. 


Others Returned Unopposed.

Reports Read in Theaters.

In summing up the findings of his investiza- 
tors and himself, Mr. Welton says: 

Attention is directed to the fact that this 
extraordinary condition of inefficiency is 
found not in one of two gangs, but in every 
gang observed. A tabulation of these re- 
ports of secret investigailons, shows that 
the amount of time wasted ranges from 18.9 
per cent to 89 per cent of the total time ob- 
served. The average, including time unge- 
counted for, is 60 per cent. 


. Different When Men Know. 


The conditions are different when the 
observations are made openiy. A compart- 
son of the figures shows the effect of critical 
inspection on the normal activity of the force. 
The normal average of werking time is al- 
most doubled and that of wasted time is re- 
duced from 46 per cent to less than 14 per 
cent. It might be expected that under the 
series of open observations the time wasted 
would be entirely eliminated. In a few in- 
stances this was practically the case, but in 
others it still amounted to about one-third 
of the eight hour day. 

“The gangs themselves pupved that their 
normal work showed a logs of efficiency of 
nearly 61 per cent as compared with what 
they could do as a body, and à loss of 70.6 


per cent as compared with what several indi- 


vidual gangs actually did. 

Observing that an average waste of time 
alone, approximating 50 per cent, has been 
shown by a majority of the force, that a large 
portion of the labor ts employed in cleaning 
eatch basins and shows a loss of efficiency of 
70 per cent; that the latter work is less sus- 
ceptible to lax management than any other 
feature of the bureau's activity, and that the 
system under which the force works is un- 
deniably poor, it may be considered that a 
most conservative estimate of the existing 
pay roll waste would not be less than 68 per 
cent of the labor pay roll expenditure. 

The records of the bureau show that over 
$350,000 was expended between Dec. 1. 1908, 
and Dec. 1, 1908. Sixty-five per cent of this 
amount is approximately 5228 000, which 
represents the annual waste in 1909. 

“With reference to the value of services 
rendered by teams employed by this depart- 
ment, I find great waste in many useless and 
unnecessary trips made by teams hauling 
only partly loaded wagons to the various

Faust was the matinée offering of the 
Boston opera company at the Auditorium 
yesterday afternoon and was heard by an 
audience of good sise. The interest cen- 


tered chiefly in the appearance here for the | 
first time of Marguerite Sylva as the unfo'- | 


tunate heroine of the Gounod opera. Study 
and success in Europe have been the pleasant 
portion of Miss Sylva since she last was 
heard in Chicago, and yesterday served to 
demonstrate that the study has been bene- 
ficial and“ the success deserved. 

Always personally attractive on the stage, 
Miss Sylva made an unfsually handsome 
Marguerite. She dressed the part simply 
and girlishly and in far better taste than the 
majority of prime donne exhibit, and her 
acting was always graceful, true to nature, 
and uncommonly intelligent and illumina- 
tive. She clearly has thought much about 
the character of Gretchen and has developed 
her portrayal carefully and conscientiously.

ATLANTIC PASSENGER TRAFFIC 
SHOWS SECOND CABIN GAIN. 


Cause for Rapid Increase in This Claas 
of Traffic Is Improved Accommoda- 
tions—Figures Tell Story. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

LONDON, Jan. 15.—The chief feature in 
the 1908 Atlantic passenger traffic figures 
which are about to be issued is the big gain tn 
the number of persons traveling second cabin, 
in the total excess of 200.000 over 1908, there 
being no fewer than 40,000. This tmprove- 
ment traced to the second class is due, it is 
sald, to the fact that the latter nowadaye is so 
excellent on the best boats that some people 
who formeriy went first cabin have been 
drawn elsewhere. This may account for the 
increase in second cabin fare which some 
transatlantic companies adopted Jan. 1. 

The figures for the year show 1,755,565 per- 


sone crossed the ocean, compared with 1,652, 


018 in 1968. which, it must be remembered, 
was the worst year on record. The total 
westbound traffic was 1,269,201 and the east- 
bound 488.274. The steerage traffic, the 
backbone of the business, shows an increase 
of 52,600 as regards westbound passengers, 
but a drop of 372,000 in eastbound. she 
means that European immigration picked up 
handsomely, but the flect was largely neu- 
tralized by the arrest of the exodus from the 
United States which the bad times in 1907-’8 
brought about. In prosperous periods 
steamship companies take Out emigrants 
from. the old world. When América fs suf- 
fering from trade depression they bring some 
back again, and when matters are improved 
the people immigrate again.

ey were edited by Dr. Yan, who has been 
“ponnected with our legation in Washington. 

The two volumes are widely distributed; 
they sell for about $66 Gin gold. Pocket dic- 
tionaries are also printed, and a native law 
dictionary is now in press. This will be sent 
out to the law schools, which are now being 
established at all the provincial capitals. 

After visiting the editors, I was taken to 
another large buliding, which containe a 
curious branch of this publishing house. It 
is devoted to school suppiies, and makes 
everything from desks to ilowpipes for the 
chemical Mmboratories, It naanufactires 
pendulums, globes, Indian clubs, and dumb- 
bell The dumbbells are cast from pig iron; 
they are made in great quantities, and it is 
intended they shall be used in all public 
schools. 

Every room of this schoolbook factory is. 
lighted by electricity, and all are connected 
by a telephone system. The machinery is up 
to date, and, on the whole, it shows ons some- 
thing of what is going on in the new Chine. 


Mission School Books. 
At present a large proportion ot the new 
text books are printed upon the mission 
The missionaries.-have been 5 
work in China for a century, and they ha 
established schools in all parts:of the co 
try. They were the authors of the first new 
text books, and as teachers their graduates 
are now in demand. 

The American Presbyterian mission press 

at Shanghai has been pouring out volu 
for a number of years at the rate of 90, 
000 pages & year, and the consolidated. mis- 
sion press of the American Methodists has 
also published numerous educational works. 
The American Bible society distributes be- 
tween a half million and a million volumes of 
the scriptures in Chinese each year, and 
there is now a mission educational associa- 
tion, supported by all the Protestant sects, 
which is preparing new text books for the 
schools.

under equal conditions for both parties, pro- 
vided it was on the merits of the controversy;

Santiago, and that one of the principal rea- 
sons that have moved the United States to 
insisting upon the settlement of the contro- 
versy is the high value it lays upon the enjoy- 
ment of the most friendly relations with 
Chile. 

It was stated further that the United States 
government has with a sense of relief 
the opinion of the minister foreign affairs 
of Chile to the effect that there has not been 
a complete understanding between the two 
governments throughout the negotiations, 
which misunderstanding, in the opinion of 
the American foreign office, accounts for the 
recent difficulty to reach a comnion ground 
for agreement, and that the government of 
Chile having suggested the settlement of the 
controversy by an amlable compositeur ”

MINISTER EGAN USES TACT IN 
REFERRING TO COOK EPISODE. 


Talks Straight from Shoulder at Danish- 
American Dinner and Saves Embar- 
rassing Situation. 


New Tork, Jan. 18.—Plain speech is some- 
times the truest tact, and by going straight 

to the heart of the Cook polar episode to- 
night Maurice Egan, American minister to 
Denmark, saved an embarrassing situation 
at the dinner of the Danish-American asso- 
ciation. 

Owing to the prominent part ‘Minister Egan 
had played in the reception of Dr. Cook at 
Copenhagen, all the speakers who preceded 
him hed avoided the subject scrupulously 
and there was a general sigh of relief when 
Mr. Egan's allusion had passed in safety.

The extent of a fair week’s work in a single 
American divorce court, when applied to 


cause alarm for fear the divorce evil is grow- 
ing unduly rampant in this country. 

‘The divorce history of Canada, when com- 
pared with the records shown. in the recen“ 
reports of the United Btates investigations, is 
almost inconceivable. Outside the maritime 


provinces, three in number, and the province | 


of Britioh Columbia, which contain approx!- 
mately 1,825,000 inhabitants, the only divorce 
granting power for Canadians is the dominion 
parliament at Ottawa. 


Few Divorces in Canada. 

For the last ten years the absolute divorces 
granted by parliament have been as follows: 
1900, five; 1901, two; 1908, two; 1904, six; 1906, 
nine; 1906, fourteen; 1907, five; 1008, eight; 
1908, sixteen. : 

In the decade parliament has granted sev- 
enty-four absolute divorces, for a country 
now embracing a population of over 6,000,000 
people. In the four provinces where local 
divorce courts exist the proportion has been 
but little more and the local divorces granted 
add little to the general total. 

The significance of these figures. is appre- 
clable only when contrasted with the records 
recently made public in the United States. 
There were 66,000 American divorces grant- 
ed in 1906, and the records of the America» 
government estimate that one in each twelve 
marriages results in divorce. 

In other words, eighty-six divorces were 
granted in the United States in 1906 for every 
100,000 population, or about one for every 
1,175; while the divorces in Canada last year, 
when statistics reached their highest figure, 


=} amounted to one for every 370,000 of popula- 


tion. 


Break Wedding Ties in U. 8. 

Canadians do not deny that many Canadian 
marriagés are broken in United States divorce 
courts. This appeal for relief to the United 
States does not materially change the situ- 
ation as to divorce here, however, as Ameri- 
can divorces have been seldom recognized by 
the Canadian supreme authority. Canadians 
who cross the border for the purpose of sever- 
ing their matrimonial bonds have still to go 
‘before the dominion parliament for relief if 
that separation ie to be recognized as legal by 
Canadian law. 

The explanation for the negligible number 
of divorces in the dominion is not hard to find, 
It is at the foundation the dominance of the 
‘Roman Catholic religion in the government of 
the dominion. There is no doubt that divorce 
bills which have been repeatedly presented to 
parliament would have been passed many 
years ago, and courts established with power 
to grant absolute divorce, but for the firm 
hold which the Catholic attitude toward di- 
vorce retains upon the controlling forces of 
the government. 


Catholic Infiuence Is Factor. 


It is not necessarily true that the Roman 
Catholics control parlament or the dominion 
government. The fact that their influence 
has prevented, through long years of effort, 
any steps toward making divorce easier has 
established a sentiment which parliament has 
thus far failed to overturn, even when the 
votes were to be had to pass legislation more 
lenient to divorce seekers. 

The number of divorces asked of parlia- 
ment this year is almost a record. It is safe 
to say that many of them will be refused. 
The difficulties put in the path of those who 
seek divorce from the government are so 
great, however, that few cases are submitted 
which have not foundation in justice, such as 
would result in an immediate and unopposed 
separation in any United States court. 

Divorce is granted by parliament only upon 
statutory grounds. Those who seek relief 
from matrimonial ties must advertise their 
intention of seeking divorce for three months 
prior to the application to parlament. Each 
week during that period the advertisement 
must appear, in the official gazette of the 
gominion, or in both French and English 
newspapers. 

Law Does Not Deter Parties. 

This plan was undoubtedly devised in the 
hope that such long publication would not 
only deter. people from applying for divorce, 
but that it would also give opportunity for 
reconciliation between the parties to the pro- 
ceeding. It has not operated to effect the 
latter, and Canadians do not believe it has 
been any great deterrent to divorce applica- 
tion, notwithstanding the small number of 
divorces asked, 

To make the proceeding more difficult, per- 
sonal service of the application upon the de- 
fendant is demanded in practically every 
case, unless it can be conclusively shown 
that every possible effort was made to effect 
such service. Ima recent divorce case, where 
action was brought by the wife, she was sent 
to Philadelphia by her attorneys, and sat 
for two weeks near the general delivery win- 
dow of the postoffice in order to fulfill the 
Canadian demand by serving the papers upon 
her husband. 

Divorce proceedings in Canada occur be- 
fore official committeee of the senate, and 
folowing the favorable action of such com- 
mittee a divorce bill in each case must be 
approved by both houses and by the gov- 
ernor general. ' 


Senate Fights Applications. 

Records covering Many~years show a per-

The events of 1864, for instance, in- 
clude the Fenian outbreak; the killing of 230 
persons by the bursting of the Bradfield res- 
ervoir in Sheffield; 200 killed and wounded in 
Belfast riots; loss of H. M. 8. Racehorse, off 
China, and the burning of the steamship 
Bombay off Flores, when ninety-one lives 
were lost. 

In 1858, 1842, and as far back as 1796—also 
years on which Good Friday fell on Lady 
day—similar disasters fell to be recorded.

The matter has become a subject of es- 
pecial study by alienists and psychologists 
who are endeavoring to find the scientific 

reason for the evident growth of the morbid 
iene aces in the national lfe. 

One reason for concern is found in the large 
number. of suicides school children. 
On the average there are fifty-two cases of 
child suicide in Prussia each year, or one a 
week. The mania is chiefly prevalent among 
children of the male sex, 85 per cent being 
boys. 


GREAT ADVANCE IN WAGES 
SHOWN BY GERMAN REPORTS. 


Returns. of the Workingmen’s Insur- 
ance System Indicate Increase of 100 
Per Cent. 


BERLIN, Jan. 15.—Striking figures, indi- 
cating how wages have risen in Germany 
since 1900, are contained in the returns of the 
workmen's insurance system. The men’s 
own contributions towards the upkeep of the 
insurance system are divided into five classes 
those earning the lowest wage being the first 
class and those earning the highest being the 
fifth class. 

In 1900, out of 1.000 contributions, 189 were 
first clase, 342 second, 238 third, 168 fourth, 
and only 73 fifth. Eight years later, the 
workmen whose wages put their contribu- 
tions into first and second classes, fell to 
114 and 263, while those whose income had 
increased g as to entitle them to belong to 
the highest class had risen to 201, or nearly 
three times as many as belonged to the same 
class in 1900. 

The insurance returns also disclose that the 
average amount of wages in Germany has 
steadily risen since 1891. Based om their 
wages, the average weekly insurance con- 
tribution rose, in round figures, from 1% 
pence in 1804 to 2 pence in 1901, and 2 pence 
in 1908. 

The movement of German trade during the 
last few months marks a steady ‘improve. 
ment. The freight carried on the railways | 

during November showed the largest gain of 
the year over the corresponding month of 
1908. Oversea trade has also undergone a 

noteworthy expansion during the — 
so that most of the vessels tied up at Ham- 
burg and Bremen for many months have 
been able to secure cargoes and put to sea.

Kaiser William’s Capital Is Be- 
eoming a City of Millionaires. 


LIST OF THEM NUMBERS 1,256 
Names Kopt Secret by Omelais in In-

BERLIN, Jan. 16.—As 4 result of the cen- 
sug just completed by the income tax au- 
thorities, Berlin has awakened td the proud 
consciousness that it is becoming a city of 
millionaires, 

Heretofore the German press has been in- 
clined to reiterate that the reprehensible 
craze for amassing vast fortunes chiefly was 
confined to American cities. This theory 
now will have to de abandoned. 

Official figures show there are 1,256 mil. 
Honaires in the Kaiser's capital. Although 
the millions are counted in marks instead of 
dollars, the fortunes amount in many cases 
to handsome sume, even according to Ameri- 
can standard. 

Brnst von Mendelssohn, who died a few 
days ago, was reputed to be the richest man 
in Berlin, It was estimated he controlled 
property of $75,000,000. Officia] figures, how- 
ever, put the fortune of the wealthiest citi- 
zen at about $11,000,000. 

TWo others have fortunes exceeding $10,- 
000,000, while there are three rated at more 
than $7,000,000. The bulk of rich men are es- 
timated to be ‘worth between $250,000 and

ernment and administration. in estimating 
the extent of crime among the Magyars, 1 
have proceeded on the statement of the latest 
cénsus of Hungary, 1000, which places the 
Magyar population at 51 per cent. It should 
also be noted thet the report which I am 
using is of Hungary proper, exclusive of 

Slavonia, and likewise that the per- 

centages of the different nationalities to 
Which I may refer are also for Hungary 


‘ proper. 
Crime and Bace. 


The extent to which political offenses, ac- 
cording to linguistic divisions, enter into the 
category of crime in Hungary is one which 
need not be discussed here, but it would seem 
that illegal acts against constituted autbor- 
ity are at least as prevalent among the Mag- 
yars as among the other linguistic divisions. 
Of the fifty-three persons condemned for 
crime against the king or the royal house- 
hold, considerably more than half of them 
were Magyar, while of the 2,600 convictions 
for violence toward authorities, the propor- 
tion ot Magyars was equivalent to their pro- 
portion in Hungary. 

For crimes against individuals the Mag- 
yars made up considerably more than their 
share. Of those convicted for crimes against 
suffrage, the Magyar proportion is not so 
great as the Roumanian, whereas the Rou- 
Manians form but 16 per cent to the Mag- 
yar's 51 per cent of the population of Hun- 
gary proper. Of crimes against religion the 
Magyars’ share is rather less proportionately 
than some of the other groups. 

Of 254 convictions for counterfeiting 146 
were Magyars, slightly more than their pro- 
portion, but of those convicted for. perjury 
the Magar percentage is equivalent to their 
numerical strength. Of the 547 crimes against 
nature, $18 were Magyar. Of the 8 bigamists 
5 were Magyar. Of the 2,517 convicted for 
slander 1575 were Magyars, or 2 per cent. 
Convictions for crime against public hygiene 
numbered but 16, of which 5 were Magyars. 
For tampering with letters and telegrams, of, 
the 266 conyictione 108 were Magyars. 


Kinds of Crime. 


For criminal assault there were 142 con- 
victions and of this number 8 were Magyara, 
Out of the 2,758 convicted for unfaithful 
discharge of duty, te., 1,814 were 
yars. Of the 623 convicted for fraud 420, 
or 67 per cent, were Magyars. Of the 719 
convictions for forgery, falsifying certifi- 
cates, etc., 428 were . There were 
232 absconder and of this number 186 were 
Magyars. Convictions for 
amounted to 650, 287 of which were 
Of crimes against the army there were 258 
convictions, of which only 28 were Magyars. 
Crimes and lapses on the part of noterica, 
ete., amounted to 173, of which 118 were 
Magyars. Of those convicted for usury @ 
out of 98 were Magyars. 

The second largest category of crime is that 
of theft, which comprised, in 1907, 82 per 
cent of all crime, and of the 23,286 convic- 
tons 12,865, or 56 per cent, were Magyars: 
And of this number nearly one-third were 
women. 

The largest single category of crimé is that 
of assault and battery, which . altogether 
amounted to 26,717 convictions. Of this num- 
ber more than one-half were of a grave na- 
ture and in 814 cases death enstied. Of the 
total number of convictions for assault K. 
085, or about Sy per cent were Magy are. 


Cases of Manslaughter. 

Of crimes in the category of manslaughter 
there were 1.068 convictions, 612 of which 
were Magyars, And of this number 234 were 
women. But the crime of infanticide and 
criminal operations enter into this category. 
Of the former there sixty-four female con- 
victions and of the latter forty-seven, while 
of homicide through negligence, of 322 Mag- 
yar convictions 103 were female. 

Of the tote! of 78.751 convictions for crime 
in 1907, 68 per cent were Magyar, made up of 
45.5 per cent of men and 9.5 per cent of wom- 
en. In this connection, however, it must be 
borne in mind that in the statistics of Hun- 
gary, which give the percentages of popula- 
tion according to the tongue of the mother, 
there are included with the Magyars nearly 
600,000 Jews, who, I am told, form a large 
percentage of those convicted for crime in 
Budapest and other large cities. Taking this 
into consideration, it appears that in general 
the criminal instincts of the Magyars are 
neither more nor less than those of all the 
other linguistic groups, collectively, ip the 
kingdom.

In fact, the birth of the boy save him so much delight 
that he thought at one moment of passing the child off 
as the offspring of Josephine. It was only when the 
latter refused to lend herself to any such fraud upon 
the French nation that Napoleon decided upon divorcing 
her and married Archduchess Marie Louise. 

While the. emperor remained fond of the boy, his 
affection for the lad's mother waned. True, he bestowed 
upon her an annuity of 40,000 francs, inscribed on the 
“Grand Livre France,” and furnished her with a 
House in the Rue de la Victdlre, and other resources; 
but he. declined to see here again and caused her to. 
marry a young officer of the name ot Baron Augier de 
la Sauzaye, who afterwards met with hie death during 
the Spanish campaign. 
— 

His widow married again, for the third time, in 1814, 
the Comte Charles von Luxburg, chamberlain of the 
king of Bavaria and brother of the Bavarian envoy in 
Paris, and shé died in Paris as Countess Luxburg in 
1866, after having been repeatedly sued by her son, 
count de Leon, in his futile,efforts to extort money from 
her. Brought up, in the first place, by his grand- 
mother, old Mme. Letitia Bongparte, known as Mme. 
Mere,“ he was a source of perpetual trouble and annoy- 
ance to the entire Bonaparte family. The mother of 
the emperor ended by disowning him; and in 13382, Lat 
the age of 25, he turned up in Paris, having squan- 
dered every cent of the money ‘settled on him in his 
early childhood by his father, and, after securing a 
commission in the National guard, was dismissed for 
gross insubordination. 

Involved in one scrape. after anetber, he endeavored 
with more or less success to extort money not only 
from every member of the house of Bonaparte then in 
existence but even from the reigning house of Or- 
leans, while Cardinal Fesch and Louis Napoleon (after- 
wards Napoleon III.) repeatedly advanced money to 
extricate him from unsavory scrapes. This did not 
prevent him from challenging Louls Napoleon to a 
duel, and when he found his cartel ignored he went 
over to London and attempted to take the pretendér’s 
life, being. arrested: in connection - therewith, though 
subsequently released on Louis Napoleon's’ refusal to 
prosecute, on the ground that he was mentally unbal- 
anced. : : : 

— 

On the overthrow of the Orleans dynasty Leon ‘put 
forward his \ecandidaturé for the national legislature 
in a manitesth in which he described himself as the 
Citizen Leon, ex~Comte Leon, son of Emperor Napoleon, 
president of the Peage society” to the French people. 

When the empire was proclaimed Leon obtained from 
Napoleon III., whom he had endeavored to kill, an an- 
nuity of 6,000 francs and later on a grant of $50,000 
by way of a compromise for the sum which the first 
Napoleon had bequeathed to him in his will made at 
St. Helena—a will disposing of a mythical estate. 
Napoleon III. paid his debts on no less than six differ- 
ent occasions, but finally declined to have anything 
more to do with him; and from that time forth the 
count divided his time between publishing ridiculous 
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pamphlets and instituting sults for money against the 
civil list and against the national treasury. On the 
death of the emperor, in 1873, his allowance ceased, 
and he died in the utmost penury at Pontoise in 1881, 
leaving a widow, a son, and a daughter entirely with- 
out means. 

The mother secured a place as comparion to an old 
lady, who caused the daughter to be trained for a posi- 
tion as teacher tn the elementary schools, while the 
son, after an extremely adventurous career in South 
America and in this country, where he achieved notori- 
ety rather, than fame by the financial scrapes in which 
he became involved at St. Louis, Brooklyn, Chicago, 
and other cities, is now working as a drummer in the 
south of France and has presented a claim upon the 
council ef. state at Paris for the annuity of 40,000 
francs for which his grandmothers, who died as Count- 
ess Luxburg, had been eres by Napoleon I. on 
the Livre de France. 


— 
In mentioning the other day the death of the widow 


Cecelia, at Ryde, on the Isle of Wight, of which she 
was lady prioress, reference was omitted to the fact 
that this establishment includes another nun of royal 
birth—namely: Princess Adelaide of Bourbon, daugh- 
ter of the last sovereign duke of Parma, and grand- 
daughter, therefore, of that Duke Charles III. of Parma 
who was murdered in the streets of his capital with- 
out his assassins ever being brought to justice. They 
came to America, and one of them died a number of 
years afterwards in Philadelphia after having made a 
full confession of his crime. 

— 

Sir Charles Walpole, who has during tbe last fort- 
night come prominently into the public eye throughs his 
use for election purposes of a private note referring to 
the labor conditions in America and written by Ambas- 
eador Reid a year.ago, before there was any ques- 
tion of a general election, owes the handle to his name 
to the knighthood which he received for his services 
as former chief justice of the Bahamas. He belongs 
to the family of which Lord Orford is the chief, but 
‘ts only distantly related to that peer, Who lost his 
American wife, a daughter of D. C. Corbin of New 
York, with such tragic suddenness last year. As Lord 
Orford’s only child is a daughter, the earldom bestowed 
upon Sir Robert Walpole, the celebrated prime minis- 
ter of George I. and George IL. will become extinct 
at his death. But the barony of Walpole, created in 
favor of Horace Walpole, will pass to Henry Spencer 
Vade Walpole, member of the bar and now 70 years of 
age. As he has a son and several nephews there is 
no ‘prospect ‘of the title becoming extinct for some 


time to come. 


CONFUCIUS. 

He 
spoke against ambition, yet he coveted high office, 
nothing lese than that of political adviser to some 
great ler. A man of the highest Nneage in China, 
he was vet poor, and early supported himself by 
tepching.

No man is more likely to yield to the subtle 3 
tation of selfishness than he who thinks to please his 
God by blotting himself out of all real existence. 
He is selfishly. and falsely spiritual, seeking ¢scape 
from Mfe's real business and burdens, shrinking from. 
its duties, and really coveting an angel's ease, when 
he should take up a man’s work. 

But the selfishness | e most need to fear is that 
which shrinks and ts the finest in us when we 
imagine that we are reaching out for the enriching 
of our Iives. It is that paralysis of the soul which 
creeps .gradually over one who falls into thinking 
of life as a scheme of each getting all from others 
‘and the universe as a grabbag in which the biggest 
hand gets the eternal prize. 


The folly of that way of living is just in the fact. 


that, though a man should gain the whole world by 
the very process he would lose his own soul, his 
heart would have dried up within him, and all his 
being would be but as one great, grasping hand and 
no more, neither heart to quicken with joy nor eyes 
to kindle nor powers of any sort to. appreciate that 
which he called his- possessions. 

To think only of yourself is to lose yourself. It is 
to narrow the whole life down to that insignificant 


center of the self. The measure of living is its rich- 


ness and breadth: Every time your heart goes out 
in sympathy to another you broaden your very self 
Every time your. ‘hand goes out in help- 
tulness you lengthep thus the lines of your life. You 
amount to more in yourself in the measure that you 
include others in your plan ot living. 

Do you not see people on the street In whom the 
lifeless eye and the mechanical mouth mark the 
growth of the brute, the habit of blind indifference 
to the rights and needs of others? Now, what are 
they worth? Asa matter ok fact, what have they that 
we would desire? Who so poor abs do eren to 
any good thing in them? They have lost’ themselves 
‘in seeking things for themselves alone. 

If we would find life, if we would keep alive in our- 
nerves that give life its sweetness and 
value, if we would enrich our true selves we need 
ever to keep the heart open to others, ever to fight 
against the suicide of selfishness. It is all a simple 
matter after all, just to ‘give thought to the lives 
that touch our own, to let the heart sitter, sympathy 
and service. 

It takes us all a aE time to learn that love and 
joy are never found by sunning after them; they are 
glowing lights that shine within us when we step 
into the ways of service and sacrifice. We try to 
snatch them and they fade; we seek to give them and 
they become our own. 

The man who seeks heaven for himself ‘alone will 
miss it just es truly as the man’ who seek the earth 
for himself alone will die without discovering any of it. 
That is the law of life; he who would find life must 
take the wax of losing it; it we would be rich indeed 
in the imperishable treasures. of life we must ceast 
to seek them; we must try to give them.

This advantage, however, is partially offset by the freqnent de- 
mands for benevolent aid made by wealthy social leaders of the same 
set, many of whom are interested in promoting their own pet charitics. 
Under such circumstances it becomes equally embarrassing for the 
man of wealth to refuse, even when his better judgment directs him 
to do so; Quite often such demands are simply an exchange of 
courtesies, and there is little of true philanthropic impulse connected 
with them. 


General and special written appeals for help are of course more.

Within recent years over fifty cities, rang- 
ing from 50;000 to millions in population, 
have empl ed experts in municipal plan- 
ning to study their commonwealths and 
prepare definite plans for betterment. In 
some places tife success with which these 
plans have been carried out is little short 
of remnarkable. —

“divide the game into four quarters, making 
the total playing time sixty minutes, with 


five minute rest intervals; to prevent hiking; 


to remove the penalty from forward passes: 
to prevent plling up; to rule out the body 
check; to change the method of scoring by 
making every five yard line, from twenty- 
five yards to the goal line, count one point; 
to require a physical examination of Sach 
player before the season starts; to make t 
athletic director responsible for allowing an 
injured player to continue in the game: to 
‘prevent swearing and to prohibit “ prep” 
schools from playing against colleges. 

The proposed rule changes of Walter Camp, 
restricting the length of the scrimmage lines, 
allowing one man on the offending side a 
certain distance outside, and a couple of 
other changes were not indorsed by the com- 
mittee after seeing the plays put into exe- 
cution by two teams. Some of his suggts- 
tions, however, were incorporated in part and 
some other suggestions were adopted. 

In explanation of the scoring change it is 
proposed that when the bal) is carried to the 
twenty yard line two points be seored, fifteen.

The points are not to be 
cumulative, however.

But if the trade 
had occurred in June, July, August, or Sep- 
tember of 1008 that man getting the ounce 
of fine gold would have been ahead of the 
game.

Gold’ of established fineness, however, has 
its value fixed and unchangeable as a me- 
dium of exchange. With only. 464.4 ounces 
of fine gold, the individual holder may ask 
of the government mints a $20 gold piece in 
exchange.

In January, 1006, the price of platinum 
was 20.80 an ounce, or 17 cents under the 
price of fine gold. In the next four months 
the price was $25 an ounce; in Jute, July, 
and August it stood at $26; in September and 
October the price was $33, while in Novem- 
ber and December, 1906, it reached its highest 
figure of $38 a troy ounce in the ingot. ‘ 

In January of 1907 this price of $88 an ounce 
held, after which there was a steady monthly 
decline of price until in December, 1907, it 
stood at 625 an cunce. It was in 1908 that thé 
*“ bottom dropped out” of platinum, starting 
in January at $22.30 an ounce, drepping toits 
lowest ebb in August, and rallying to $24.50 
in November, and falling to $24.10 in Decem- 
ber. This average of ingot platinum in New 
York for 1908, therefore, was only $21.27, or 
60 cents over the price of fine gold. 

It may as well be admitted right here that 
some of these flgures on platinum have been 
called out by the sharp criticisme—not at all 
accurate—made upon @ recent article in the 
Worker's Magazine; to which a good many 
persons took exception.

_ Harvesting Chicago’ s Ice Crop; 
City Particular About Quality. 


By G. W. BERNARD. 


HICAGO is the best equipped city for 
harvesting ice in this country. So 
say the men who employ over 10,000 
men at the work of cutting 4 single 
year’s crop. 

The season this year is early and the con- 


ditions are good. The ice is both clear and 


thick, and there i¢ plenty of snow to secure. 
the cleanly transfer f the lake to the 
packing house. When is no snow on 
the ground the wind blows clouds of dust, 
which settles on the big loads while — 
moved from the water’s surface. 

The city of Chicago is particular about the 
quality of ice that is served to its people. 
For some years it has been c mary for city 
inspectors to procure samples of the water 
of all lakes from which ice is harvested for 
the city supply. Impurities being found, the 


bullt on the shores of Illinois and Wisconsin 


‘lakes. The other tenth is hauled to Chicago 
at once. special rate for the transportation 
of ice le made by the railrodds on all ice 
hauled ftom what is known as the 60 cent 
territory. This includes twenty-seven differ- 
ent cutting points in TiMnois, Indiana, and 
Wisconsin; and from this big district ice is 
‘transported to the city at the rate of 60 cents 
a ton. 

The invention ef ice cutting and handling 
tools has redu the ta&k of putting up a 
crop to a science. Improvements in ice 
harvesting machinery constantly are being 
made until today it is child’s play compared 
with the work of earlier days. 

The harvesting of. ice for Chicago’s supply 
has started a good many rows in at least 
two states.

At temperatures above red héat calcium is 
the strongest metallic base, and it is be- 
lieved by many that by ite use many problems 
may find their solution, such as the com- 
plete deoxidation of meited metals abd the 
reduction of rare elements.

Eubank, who is a young attorney, interested 
in the building of the model, went on with the 
experiments, and the Illustration shows a 
machine capable of test with passengers. 

Bach of the umbrella elevators in the Eu- 
bank machine contains seventy-eight square 
feet and they are estimated to be capable 
of supporting a total of 468 pounds passenger 
weight when operated at sixty revolutions a 
minute. At 240 revolutions a minute. the lift- 
ing and sustaining capacity is estimated at 
1,872 pounds. As te the matter of accident 
and consequent falling. danger is overcome 
in the fact that the winged elevators will 
close automatically, making a giant para- 
chute of the umbrellas.

House Plants at ‘Small Cost. 

House plants, with pot and all, can be 
bought reasonably. Shoots and sprouts sell 
for almost nothing; gardeners and,florists 
are generally glad to dispose of them during 
the setting out and the pruning season. 
Broad, full leaved geraniums in full bloom 
are often sold as low as 50 cents. But half 
the charm and joy of cultivating indoor 
flowers comes from trimming and training 
the wee, insignificant, gaunt looking sort into 

an imposing plant with a Flory of breaking 
buds and clean foliage. It doesn’t always 
take an expert to do this either, though ex- 
perience is always an asset. 

The geranium, which is one of the most 
popular ot house plants, requires fairly rich 
soil—florists as a rule get their ground for 
this plant in woodiand fence corners, where 
it is continually being fertilized by decaying 
leaves and twigs. The soil of potted flowers 
hardens easily owing, no doubt, to the hard 
water used in sprinkling, which always 
leaves sandy deposits and causes it to set- 
tie. Por this reason it should be loosened 
or stirred up with a garden knife about 
once in two months. A healthy, growing 
plant will exhaust the fertility of the soli in 
A mall pot in a short time, hence the im- 
portance of allowing a tub or vessel in pro- 
portion to the size of the plant.

Old Furniture. 


By FRANCES MITCHELL. 


Much can be done at home in the way of 
renovation and surface restoration of furni- 
ture if one does not care to go to the ex- 


pense of having a thorough store rehabilita- 


tion. Here are a few proved recipes for 
brightening and cleaning what has become 
too shabby to be good form even in the day 
when the old is prized far higher than the 
new. 

Regular applications from week to week of 
linseed oll and turpentine in equal parts, 
rubbed in with a soft woolen cloth, will, after 
a few weeks, do much toward removing time 
stains and imparting the dull luster so much 
adm tired. 


Ink that has been allowed to dry on hard- 
wood furniture until the wood has become 
so badly steined that water has no effect, 
may be removed by a weak solution (a few 
drops to a tablespoonful of water) of spirits 
of niter apptied with a feather. As oon as 
the ink has disappeared the place should be 
rubbed with a cloth wet in cold water, else 
the niter will leave a white spot. If thé dark 
ctain still persists, the treatment may be re- 


peated. 

Dark hatdwoods may be rubbed ocoasion- 
ally with crude petroleum, though care must 
be used not to let it soak Into the wood too 
long, or a sticky surface will result, apt ta 
catch dust and to be unpleasant to the touch. 
The petroleum should be rubbed off carefully 
with fresh cloths, and a good supply of the 
old fashioned “ elbow grease applied. In- 
deed, some people claim that it is this part 
of the remedy which does the greater part 
of the good, not the chemicals and the oils, 

On wood that has been varnished, if any 
one has the misfortune to possess such, the 
foregoing cleansers must not be used, hard- 
ly even the elbow grease; but instead plain 
water or strong cold tea. If there are deep 
scratches in the varnish, shellac varnish may 
be applied to them with a fine brush, care 
being taken not to let dirt or other matter 
get on the place till the shellac is thoroughly

Leather covered furniture may be cleaned 
with warm milk, applied with a soft cloth, 
and carefully rubbed until dry. The rubbing: 
should be done gently, however, in order not 
to break the surface. 

Another and more elaborate renovator is 
as follows, to be used when the leather is old 
and shabby: Take a pint of linseed oll, boll 
it, and let stand until it is nearly cold; then 
stir in half a pint of vinegar. Stir until 
mixed, then bottle for use. When required, 
shake the bottle well, pour a little on a soft 


cloth, rub well into the leather, turning the 


flannel as it gets dirty, then rub with a soft 
duster till the polish is restored. . This soft- 
ens the leather and prevents it from crack- 
ing. 

Many people use benzine or naphtha te 
cleanse upholstered furniture, but both are 
of such a greasy nature that great care in 
their application is needed, or the fabrics 
to which they are applied, if at all delicate, 
will be ruined. A careless and use 
of these cleansers oftentimes makes the 
thing “ cleaned * look worse than if did de- 
fore any attempt was made to freshen it. 
Many accidents have also happened in the 
care less use of these inflammable liquids near 
a fire. 

When the coverings have become much 
spotted, the dark spots may be removed by an 
application of chloroform and ether in equal 
parts, great care being taken to rub gently 
till quite dry, else light colored spots Will re- 
sult. When light colored furniture hes de- 
come generally soiled all over, not | 
spotted, it may be much f 
bing with stale bread, after the same manner 
in which gloves and wallpapers are treated. 

In beating upholstered furniture be careful. 
never to use any sharp edged stick, for the 
covering will be easily broken by a hard blow. 
The best beater is the flat woven rattan.

back in place. 

After the linen is stretched let it remain 
in this position until nearly dry, then iron 
with a moderately hot iron; great | care 
should be used as the wet linen scotehes 
easily.

iron with the grain of the goods from one side 


to the other, then across in the opposite 
direction until the cloth is perfectly) dry. 
Let it remain on the board for a few hours 
if convenient. If the linen is a round piece 
the pin marks will not show as they will 
be in the embroidered scallop; if it is square 
the next washing will remove them. 
Do not fold round pieces in the center, as 
it is sure to make them bulge. If it ig nec- 
essary to fold them, fold in three parts and 
then again in the opposite direction, 
The best way to keep center pieces when 
not in use is to roll them on a padded roll 
—a broomstick cut the required length makes 
@ good one—covered with white cloth or a 
roll of paper. Then wrap in blue paper, 
which is supposed to help keep white cloth 
or laces white. : 
This process is slow, but as the linens are 
really useless when hooped, it pays ta per- 
severe, and a répetition is rarely netessary. 
For every day use the square center piece 
will be found the least troublesome, though 
broken wreathes, medallions, and odd de- 
signs are all easily laundered, but if you 
do it yourself still beware of the fascina- 
tions of complete circular designs.

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The question how far a mother may, can, 


and ought to cooperate with tie teacher will 


never cease to be mooted. Women's clube 
and teachers’ institutes especially warm to 
this subject and agree that more intimate 
contact between parents and teachers is nec- 
essary. . 

Some advise mothers to invite the teacher 
to her house, others that they visit the schools 
more frequently. It is easy to observe;how- 
ever, that few mothers, unless perhaps they 
were teachers themselves, heartily indorse 
the idea of visiting and intimately discussing 
things with the teacher. 

No matter how anxiously or vigilantly they 
wateh the progress of their children, they 
are prone to think that frequent calls on the 
teacher are more of a nuisance and bugbear 
to her than an actual favor. in many local- 
ities, in fact, where teachers are known to 
be competent and supe n good, visits 
seem quite superfluous, and are generally de- 
ferred until Johnny is suspended for truancy 
or Susie has had zero in arithmetic, and 
in that case the sequel may not involve co- 
operation. Especially in a large city practical 
contact with the teacher is not quite as easy 
and feasibie as it looks. With her many dif- 
ft t trials to contend with the teacher 
could hardly enjoy the periodical supervision 
of from fifty to sixty enthusiastic and indi- 
vidual mothers. 

But nevertheless codperation of a hearty 
kind may exist. It may be of the unobtru- 
sive, quiet sort that need not express itself 
in serious nga ey or the regular exchang- 
ing of notes and ideas.

Chikiren Pushed Too ‘Fast. 


In the first place, the motner may help the 
teacher by not expecting phenomenal prog- 
ress from the wee little first graders, and by 
not trying to force or push her children into 
grades and classes where they do not belong. 
This tendency among mothers is often a 
source of worry and distress among teachers 
compared to which their ordinary hardships 
of routine work are insignificant. I once 
knew a woman of such inordinate desire to 
see her children at the head of their classes 
that she could neither understand nor sym- 
pathise with the conditions that kept them 
back. The burning of her house and barn 
could not have been a more serious calamity 
than the failure of her iittle Jennie to pase 
in grammar and arithmetic, considering her 
piteous appeals to let her go on. 

More mothers are guilty of thie extreme 
than of the other of being indifferent: They 
like to gee their children precocious—ad- 
vanced for their age. They take it that pre- 
cocity is a sign of future genius. Even a 
long list of statistics showing that infant 
prodigies have turned out to be middle aged 
dolts will not convince them to the contrary. 
Some feel it a personal disgrace when their 
children are dull. and backward, and they 
urge and fret and coax them to study in the 
evening when they ought to be playing in the 
back yard. If he: little tots are pale and 
anemic it would be well for-the mother to 
know that a healthy little body is far more 
important than a keen little mind during 
these early years, and that it is her duty to 
be patient and not expect every teacher to 
pattern after Dr. Blimber. 

A few years ago a noted professor of child 
study of the University of Wisconsin made 
the statement that children who began to 
attend school regularly at the age of 8 and 9 
showed a sharper mind and made more rapid

All the. brushes for cleaning floors now 
come fitted with long handles that the work 
may be done standing. Of these there is a 
great choice, ranging in price from 28 cents up 
to several dollars.

inch squares so as to remove the least par- 
ticle of dirt from the hardwood floor. This 
brush is also made so that it will revolve, 
thus permitting of a larger space being done 
at once. It can de had for 80 cents. Another 


te made of thousands of pieces of heavy twine 


and is equally good for cleaning matting 
and olicloth. One that polishes and cleans is 
made of sponge fastened to a rub*-- back. 
Still another is made of soft frayed wool. 
For sweeping the floors are long handled 


brushes made of hair that will not mark the 


finest floor. a . 
Cut glass brushes are soft and fine and are 
made go as to get into every crevice of the 
giass, and those for cleaning silver are of 
several different shapes and too soft to 
scratch. For cleaning the sink are brushes 
e of heavy broomcorn or wire bristies 


that sell for 10 cents. Furniture brushes 


are of several kinds. There are those used 
to brush the upholstery made of stiff bristles 
and a new sort of circular brush that cleans 
tufted furniture, getting around the buttons 
in a marvelous way, while softer ones are 
for cleaning the dust from the carved por- 
tions of.the woodwork. 

The new stair brooms are graduated to a 
point so that the dirt in the corners can be 
as easily removed as the dust in the center. 
Small brushes some four or five inches long 


with stiff bristles may be bought for 10 cents 


and are for cleaning vegetables, while long 
slender brushes attached to wire handles are 
for cleaning lamp chimneys. On the same 
order is a softer circular brush that is made 
expressly to clean water carafes and botties, 
A shade brush much like a paint brush is for 
cleaning roller shades, and soft brushes of 
hair are for cleaning picture frames.

even solled when polishing. This mitten has 
a leather palm on which is fitted the polishing 
brush.

“We are called upon continually to purchase or to 

pass on the artistic worth and commercial value of a 

great variety of objects, but it is seldom that anything 

exceptional its offered,” continued Mr. French: coins.

While Chicago as yet has no dealers in antiques who

Evolution. of the Word “* Antiqua,” 

One must not be at all overparticular as to the age 
of any of the articles offered. Do not be surprised to 
find that the definition of the word “antique” as un- 
derstood by most dealers here, has undergone an evo- 
lution which does not bear the slightest relation to its 
original meaning, except in sound and. spelling, and 
even the latter has not withstood ‘the ravages of timie. 

On the west side a label calls the attention to a

Dealer's Story of Stolen. China. 

“Many, many years ago a French king gave a Rus- 
sian emperor a lot of fine china, so fine that they put 
it in the Kremlin museum. Long years after thieves 
broke in and stole a lot of this fine china. Some pieces 
were found end any one who had a piece in his posses- 
sion was hanged or sent to Siberia. When a friend 
eof mine heard I was going to America he came to me 
and said that he had a piece of this fine china and 
would sell it cheap, since if it should be found in his 
possession he might lose his life or be sent to Siberia.” 

I became, more than interested at once. The quaint- 
ness of the language and the man’s evident earnest- 
ness impressed me much. Was it then possible that 
here in this little shop, in far away Chicago, I was to 
find a piece of that famous porcelain’ which is a 
rarity. even in the most famous collections in Burope! 
Outside of the Sevres museum there are scarcely any 
specimens on the continent. Though warped and dis- 
torted, the story had some elements of. truth from 


‘which ‘one familiar with certain facts could easily 


make sound deductions. 

The facts are briefly these: What has always been 
considered the mast celebrated service ever. made at 
Sévree was executed in 1778 for the empress Catherine 
II. of Russia. It comprised 744 pieces and cost about 
$200,000, an enormous price in those days. Through 
dishonest officials pieces disappeared from time to time 


and at a fite in the imperial palace nearly 200 pieces 


were stolen. Practically all of these were sold in Lon” 
don, but most were found and repurchased. through 
the personal effort of Emperor Nicholas J. about 1852. 
The severe punishinient meted out to any one found 
in Russia wirn a piece of this porcelain has made the 


affair legendary in that country.

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sion of such.a rarity was exciting. I made up my mind 
to buy it, knowing that. even at a good price my in- 
vestment would be enormously profitable. Alas and 
alack, for my air castle! While building it the man 
had found the piece in a cupboard in the rear of the 
shop and brought it for inspection. My disillusion was 
complete before I had touched this bit of porcelain, the 
possession of which—according to the belief of the 
owner—would have cost his life, or at least banish- 
ment to Siberia, if offered for sale in Russia. It was 
really a piece of Sévres, properly marked, but made 
a hundred years later. than the famous service re- 
ferred to. 

Collectors of really fine examples of old furniture are 
rare, because it js an expensive hobby, and from the 
fact that not one piece in a hundred of those offered 
is worthy. of notice; as to antique furniture belong- 
ing to. any distinct period and having the artistic 
qualities of such, none was seen nor expected to be. 

Shortly after my return from France I received a 
notice from a government office asking me to call and 
pass on ‘a consignment of antique furniture addressed 
to a private party here who claimed that the dealer -in 
Germany had promised to pay the duty. It proved to 
be one of those serio-comical affairs. which are met 
with so often in this line. The covering was stripped 
from a few pieces and revealed the “antique” set to 
be sdfhe mediocre chairs of a composite design, re- 
stored in places with wood that did not match the grain 
of the original; they were upholstered in faded red 
Utrecht velvet and their antiquity did not exceed fifty 
years.

Human Nature Hard to Understand. 
When one can find reputable firms here. in Chicago 
that ure thoroughly competent to produce excellent re- 
productions of furniture far detter than the set al- 
luded to, it is a little difficult to understand why such 
stuff is imported as antique, except from a lack of 
judgment or the empty satisfaction of saying it is 
from abroad. : : 

Old silver! There is something attractive to almost 
everybody in those two words. Besides pleasing the 
ear with its soothing sound of intrinsic value, it con- 
jures up ancient aristocratic relations even as far back 
as-——before the fire. This, and the comparative ease 
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interesting. As a general rule for English plate, the 
purchaser should see that a fairly important piece has 
five different stamps. Prior to 1784 four stamps were 
used. When one intends to buy a piece of earlier date 
than the year mentioned, it is advisable to consult 
some one who not Only is posted as to the authentic 
marks but who also can ascertain dy the manner in 
which the stamps are applied, their size, variation in 
escutcheon, place, etc., if the article offered is thor- 
oughiy authentic. 

It is an open secret in certain circles abroad that old 
English silver is made especially for the American 
market. It is, of course, solid silver, but stamped 
with “cooked” hallmarks. These pieces are known 
to the dealers and the trade as duffers.“ Most of 
them are made in London, but of late Holland and 
France have put out a fair line of these “ antiques” 
Since it was found that the duffers were eagerly 
bought in America.

Visitor Gets Startling Information. 

The startling information imparted in one shop, by 
a man of evident Semitic origin, that Sheffield was in 
Poland and that plate known under this name was 
really “ Polish copper-silver” was most gratefully re- 
eeived. I beamed with satisfaction and was shown a 
number of pieces of “real Polish copper-silver”; there 
was no burning desire on my part to acquire a spect- 
men and we parted best of friends: he invited me to 
call again, saying he could tell me “lots of interesting 
things about old things,” which evidently was true. 

As Sheffield plate is often mentioned with an im- 
portance implying intrinsic value as well as age, it 
ought to be given a few explanatory lines. A common 
error is to consider or speak of Sueffield plate as solid 
silver, since such does not exist. Genuine old speci- 
mens are rare, and for a person not acquainted with 
the process of its manufacture it is not easy to dis- 
tinguish which is whith of old and new. In 1742-3 
Thomas Balsover, a mechanic, accidentally fused some 
copper and silver while repairing a knife; this was the 
origin of Sheffield plate. 

The distinctive difference of the old ware is that 
here the silver surface, however extremely thin, may 
be detached (technically called “ stripped”) from its 
copper base. When a young student named Wricht 
discovered a much cheaper method of producing the 
same effect, though the ware was inferior, the old 
Sheffield received its death blow. Wright sold his 
recipes to the Elkington Brothers of Birmingham, who 
patented the elecfro-process in 1840. 

Britannia metal, Gérman silver, or any other plated 
metal not having copper for its base can claim no re- 
lationship to Sheffield plate. Faked “heirlooms from 
distinguished families” are plentiful in this ware. A 
medallion or shield shaped piece of real silver is let” 
into a tea urn or tray and then properly engraved to 
suit the fancy; the piece of silver, as a matter of 
course, does not show the copper beneath the engrav- 
ing, and the heirloom is ready for the market.

Al this week it has been amusing to watch 
the play between the coal sglesm 
purchasing agents of the packing companies. 
For eleven and a half months in a year the 
coal salesman who aspires to a part of the 
packing house business ewellows insult, 
condones haughtiness and a surly rebuff, or 
smiles—because that is all hecan do—over the 
curt information that when his coal is want- 
ed it will be sent for—by mail. 

Today the great world grasping and netion 
feeding stockyards are down among the com- 
mon herd; the rich and poor are equal in the 
hands ofa physician. Today the purchasing 
agent is a pieader at the door of the coal com- 
pany, for tomorrow his plant may close. 
Many an oral rebuff of yesterday is being 
cashed in today in good hard dollars, and the 
coal salesman emiles over the arrival of his 
day; it is human nature turned bose to 
graze. 

That incident ie not told merely for its 
human value; the stockyards companies pic- 
ture the plight of the factory and-the “ high 
pressure steam plamt as it is at this hour. 
Last week the great Pullman company was 
on the verge of am exhaustion of ite fuel sup- 
ply, and I was told that it did shut down 
for a while, but have not been able to confirm 
the report. Today there wes a report on the 
streets that Chicago’s pumping station was 
running short of coal, and retail dealers ex- 
pected to have their fuel confiscated in the 
streets. That is carrying things to the ex- 
tremes, but it shows the popular mind—ex- 
citable, apprehensive, and extremely nervous. 

And what is the cause of it all? Have the 
mines failed or are the railroads the guilty 
parties?

Road to Truth a Labyrinth. 


Back of this distress which encompasses 
the nation like a pall there must be a root 
fact—a first cause.

OW’'S. your health, Chicago?’ The 
answer will be found.neatly summed 
up in the annual review of the city’s 
health conditions for the year 1000, 
just issued by ‘the city department of 
health. The death record for the year just 
passed is 31,262, which is 4 per cent lower 


ig the lowest death rate of any American city 
above the 300,000 population clasg excepting 
Cleveland, O. 

A statistical table giving the 1900 death rate 
for the fourteen largem cities of the country 
shows Cleveland at the head, with Chicago 
second, followed in order by the other cities 
on the great lakes—Milwaukee, Detroit, and 
Pittsburg. New York stands ninth. 

In typhoid fever Chicago.for the first time 
in i history takes the lead of ali the cities, 
with showing of the lowest death rate sy 
many authorities the sanitary conditions of 
a city are judged largely from the typhoid 
view point. 

“A most noteworthy development of the 
year,” says the department's report, has 
been the pronounced reductions in deaths 
among milk fed pabies—in spite of an un- 
usually hot summer. It ie believed that a 
purer milk supply has contributed most in 
this reduction.” Sixty per cent of the city’s 
supply is now Pasteurized and regulations 
for the sanitary handling of milk bave been 
more generally enforced than ever before. 

There were 641 fewer baby deaths in 1900 

than in 1908. Considering the unusually hot 
summer, especially conducive to infant mor- 
tality, this reauction speaks eloquently for 
the vigilance and efficiency of the health de- 
partment in this direction. 
Tue effect of Chicago's efforts for a safe 
and gane Fourth of July in relation to the 
public health is shown in the fact that for 
the first time in years no deaths occurred 
from tetanus as @ result of Fourth of July 
injuries, or from any other source directiy 
traceable to the national celebration. 

In the work of guatding the city’s food 
supply it was found necessary to condemn 
and destroy 8,617,578 pounds of foodétufis, 
nearly half of which were canned goods, and 
about a third were fruits and vegetables. 

Touching upon consumption and tubercu- 
sls, the department, feeling the pulse of 
public sentiment, is of the opinion that the 

will go a good way With reasonable 
effort for tuberculosis control even though 
the cost be heavy. Before 1910 ts closed it 
10 hoped the new tuberculosis hospital will 
be established, and with its open the fight 
against the dread disease will start in earnest. 

Perhaps no department of the public service 
ig doing more earnest and effective work for 
the individual wed being of Chicago citizens 
than the city department of pubuc health. 
The people are growing toe this more

Company Numerous at Least. 


My brother swung our hammocks and when 
we were ready to tumble in there were two 
men sleeping on the table one on the bench, 
two women on cots, a man in a hammock, 
while three setting hens, six dogs, a fighting 
cock, and four cata occupied the remainder of 
our apartment.“ During the night the 
household pigs wandered tn and out, as I 
know, for they bumped againet me in their 
travels. Still this was nothing unusual, as 
any traveler in Nicaragua will vouch for. 
All Nicaraguans are fond of cock fighting. 
In nearly every house a cock win be seen 
staked out in front or in a cornér with some 
corn and water and in every way enjoying 
the comforts of the household. The natives 
are also fond of dogs. These are always halt 
starved and when a traveler stops at a hut 
for a meal these living skeletons sit around 
in a halt clrele watching every bite he takes. 

The meal you mer get is tortillas, eggs—be 
wise, have them ed or they will be served 
swimming in lard—and coffee #0 black and 
strong it would hold up an egg. Tortillas, the 
bread of the people, is made of corn. The 
grain is first boiled along with wood ashes; 
this loosens the outer skin, which is rubbed 
off with the hands in some nearby stream. as 
they génerally take the work to the stream 
rather than the water to the work. After it 
is cleaned it ig put on the tortilla stone and 
bruised with a stone something like a rolling 
pin. Water is thrown on it from time to time 
until it becomes a paste. A little of this paste 
is flattened Out between the hands into a cake 
which is almost as big as a dinner plate and 
nearly half an inch thick. 

A maso will eat 4 tortilla and a plate of 
beans twice a day. In the morning he has 
only coffee. A cold tortilla tastes more like 
shoe leather than anything else I can think 
of, but they are fairly good if made thin and 
eaten hot with sak and butter. A great 
delicacy with them is culijado—cottage 
cheese—that has been rolled on the tortilla 
stone until every bit of the moisture is gone 
and then made salty. Beans and rice with 
tortillas form the staple articles of food.

Butcher Among the Elect: 


They have little. fresh meat, for it is ex- 
pensive. The climate is such that meat Will 
not keep more than a day. Only certain men 
have the right to butcher, and they may 
kill only pigs and cattle, but no calves. The 
killing is done about 4 o'clock in the morning, 
and if one buys any meat it must be eaten 
the same day it is butchered. Thus most of 
the meat is anything but tender. Turkey and 
chicken are reasonabfe in price and once in 
a while one can get duck. Egge also are not 
high.

Hair Worn in Braids. 

The hair is worn braided in one or two 
plaits hanging down their backs. They are 
much given to wearing flowers in the hair. 
They always wish the front of the dress to be 
much trimmed and clean if possible, but for 
the back of the Waist. it makes little differ- 
ence whether the hooks are all hooked or not 
at all. Some of the waists are made to slip 
over the head. 

When this kind is worn it will happen that 
one morning the waist is fresh and g bouquet 
of flowers is pinned on (generally with a 
safety pin), as I noticed one morning when 
the maid came in with the coffee. The next 
morning the waist was almost as fresh ap- 
pearing, so I thought until she took her de- 
parture. Then I saw that the yesterday's 
front now soiled with a withered bouquet 
was today’s back. In thesame way we never 
could make the nurse put on the baby's soiled 
dress the way it should go, but every morn- 
ing until bath time baby toddied around with 
her dress buttoned up wrong side before} 

Don't think that you could have changed 
this, for you could not. It would not be 
worth the energy. You would get about as 
much satisfaction as the storekeepers get 
when they complain about their orders com- 
ing from the custom house with maybe only 
one pair of stockings in a box that should 
hold a dosen, of the doctor gets when he 
complains that his most costly drugs disap- 
pear at the custom house if you don't like 
it, why, get out.“ 

The women wear no hats, but instead some 
sort of a head shawl. If made of lace they 
are called mantillas. There are silk ones, 
fancy, indeed, and plain ones of cotton. The 
cheaper ones are called rebozoo.

How the Foreigner Lives. 

Let me tell briefiy how a foreigner lives in 
Nicaragua and with what he must contend, 
He lives in an adobe house, white inside and 
out, not a garden can be seen from the street 
for the rooms are built around the court 
where the garden is located. The brick floors 
must be Well watered every day to have 
any kind of relief from the fleas that abound. 
Rugs of Chinese matting, plenty of servants 
for they are cheap and do 80 little-a good 
cook can be had from $2 to $3 gold & Month, 
but a cook will do nothing but cook and 
wash dishes and she is busy all day iong. 
Then theer ts a girl for general housework, 
and a nurse for the children. 

A woman is engaged for one day in the 
week to all for the clothes. She takes the 
wathing for so much a dosen pieces, the soap 
being provided. The woman takes the clothes 
to the river, pins up her dress, waces out to a 
rock, where she slashes the ciothes around 
until they are clean; then she puts them on 
the bank to dry ti the stun.

NEW DEMURRAGE RULES. 


| : 
Uniform Sehedule Will Be Dis- 
cussed at Meeting Here 
on Wednesday. 


As a result of a letter ballot taken by the 
American Railway association, comprising 
Practically all of the roads in the United 
States, it has been decided to make no change 
in the per diem rate charged for the use of 
one railroad's equipment by another. : 

The letter ballot was ordered following the 
Chicago meeting in November and was taken 
on three different: propositions, to r the 
present rate of 25 cents a day to 30, 40, and 
50 cents. All three were defeated, which 
leaves the rate at 25 cents. and the entire 
matter is still in the unsettled state it has 
been in since the present rate was ted 
following the great increase in idle cars after 
the panic. 

The ballet reveals the wide difference of 
opinion between the originating and distribut- 
ing roads, the former lying mainly betweep 
the Missouri river and the Atlantic and north 
of the Ohio. These roads, Whose cars are 
used for long distances by connecting lines, 
wanted the higher ‘rates, contending that 40 


compensation for the use of a car. 

The matter doybtless will be a subject for 
further consideration at the May meeting of 
the association in New. York. 


* 
Will Consider Demurrage Rules. 

Officiais of the Chicago railroads will be 
in session next Wednesday at the quarter- 
ly meeting of the Chicago demurrage bureau 
to take up the question of adopting the new 
rules formulsted at the recent meeting of 
the National Association of Railway Com- 
missioners. 

The rules have been recommended for 
adoption by the interstate commerce com- 
mission and many of the state railroad com- 
missions, including that of Illinois, and it 
00 remains only For the railroads to adopt 
them. 

The new code contains most of the fea- 
tures which have been common to the in- 
dividual sets of rules now in effect, and pro- 
vide for the payment by a shipper ot 81 per 
day for all the time he retains a car for 
loading or unloading over the standard free 
time of forty-eight hours. 

»The main new feature is the provision for 
an average plan of assessing demurrage, 
whereby a shipper. who releases cars within 
the forty-eight hours of freé time may have 


the extra time credited to a certain extent 


upon time which he takes over the forty- 
eight hours on other cars. 


Letup in Freight, Is Shown. 

A pronounced letup in the movement of 
freight—as is usual in January—is revealed 
by the figures showing the status of the 
railroads’ freight car supply in the report of 
the American Railway association issued yes- 
terday. During the last fortnight covered 
by the report the surplus of cars distrib- 
uted over the country decreased by 6,045, but 
the shortage decreased 10,161. The total net 
surplus is now over 40,000. 

G. W. Kretzinger has resigned as general 
ceunsel of the Chicago, Indianapolis and 
Louisville (Monon) road. The office has 
been abolished and the duties heretofore per- 
formed by the general counsel will be han- 
dled by E. C. Field, vice president and gen- 
eral solicitor.
